Auto Ferry From 
Key West To Cuba 


MIAMI—The dream of many 
people for many years will materi- 
alize Oct. 2 with the inauguration 
from Key West of the first auto- 
Mobile ferry service between the 
United States and Cuba. 

The project upon, which more 

hopes pale been dashed than were 
ships on the reefs off the Florida 
Keys in sailing days, is the accom- 
plishment of the Caribbean Ferry 
System. 
"The “City of Key. West” will op- 
erate Tuesday, Thursday and Sat- 
urday from Key West, leaving at 9 
a. m.,.and arriving at 3:30 p. m. 
in Cardenas, Cuba—minutes from 
Varadero Beach, one. of Cuba’s 
most famous resorts, and 100 miles 
from Havana. Qn Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday, it will leave Card- 
enas at 10 a. m., arriving in Key 
West at 4 p. m. y 

The Navy-bùilt ship is 203 feet 
long, 34 feet wide, and powerëd by 
two 1800 horsepower Diesel en- 
gines. It will accomodate 40 cars 
and, 240 passengers. More than a 
quarter of a million dollars has 
been expended in converting and 
fitting it for this deluxe ferry ser- 
vice. . 

‘One way fare will be $29.90 for 
car and driver, $7.50 per passenger: 
N: C. Hines, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Caribbean Ferry Syst 
tem, said that another ferry will 
be added to provide daily service 
each way as soon as traffic evi- 
dences the need. It also is planned 
to extend service to Havana and 
other Caribbean countries, Hines 
added. s ;

More Help Ahead for Farmers . . . 


Experimental electric. elevator fills’ 36-foot silo, successfully.

Farm electrification’s progress is 
tied directly to the “never say die” 
spirit of the nation’s agricultural en- 
gineers. Take silo filling, for’ exam-" 


ple. 
Silo filling had-been considered a 
“big power” chore—too big for elec- 


tric motors. Apparently, this is not 


the’ case, although ‘it will be some 
. time yet before the first successful 
experimental electric ensilage -ele- 
vator “graduates from college” td 
the farm, Until that time comes, 
tractors and. stationary, gasoline. en- 


| Sines can be expected to take care 


of silo filling operations. Also, they'll 
probably handle the ensilage cutting 
jobs—when they’re*done at the silo. 
Thislatter way of cutting’ ensilage 


is changing, however. An increasing | 


amount of grass and corn silage now 
is being cut in the field with new 
mobile harvesters, rather\than by 
stationary equipment on the 
stead.” 

Ensilage, in many cases, now  ar- 
rives at the silo ready for storage.

entlyxand economically. This is be- 
ing done at Penn State College. with 
a %-foot vertical elevator operated 
by a 5 horsepower portable motor 

The ‘college-designed élevator is 
made almost entirely of plywood 
and white pine boards. It has a .16- 
gauge sheet metal bottom on which 
the endless chain, flights and forage 
“rides.” Tests record that it can éle- 
vate grass silage at a’rate of 8 to 10 
tons per hour—about the same - 
‘speed as that obtained with a blower 
powered by a 2-plow size tractor. It 
elevates corn silage at a rate of 25 
to 30 tons per hour. This is’consider- 
ably better than that of the suction 
blower powered by a 35 horsepower 
gasoline engine. 

The experimental elevator delivers 
ensilage into the center of the silo. 
If electricity can handle silo filling 
chores “successfully, tractors can be 
used more productively elsewhere 
on the farm, It costs about 85 cents 
per hour less to fill a silo electrically 
than with a tractor-operated blower.
